Insects in. Stored. Grains 


There have been several re- 
ports’ of mites showing up in 
stored! grain. Once mites or’ oth- 
er insects start’ in grain’ in hot 
weather they multiply very rap- 
idly.and can cayse: damage in a 
very short. time: Anyone: who 
has grain still stored on ‘the 
farm should check it regularly 
for any sign of heating or insect 
damage: Moving the grain to re- 
duce the moisture ‘andcool it off 
will delay damage. If it is not 
possible to. move it there are 
fumigants, which will kill the 
insects but it must be remember- 
ed that: this will not stop any 
heating: which-has started. 


Tree Insects: 


Insects. can cause trouble in 
shelterbelts but this is easy. to 
prevent..A little good: insecticide 
and a sprayer are all the equip- 
ment.needed. Be careful.to wash 
out thoroughly . any sprayer 
which has been used for weed 
killers. Of the insecticides, Mal- 
athion is probably the best to 
use as it is effective for more 
types of insects than some of the 
others. Spray your treds at the 
first. sign of damage. 


Livestock Feed: 

Crop prospects are not too 
bright just now and feed, par- 
ticularly roughage may be 
scarce. Farmers should be on the 
lookout for, any source of good 
feed. A lot of roadsides have Hay 
growing along them although it 
may not be. possible to harvest 
all of it. Many sloughs are dry 
enough to cut hay in this year. | 
If we get rain there is still time 
to get. a crop of greenfeed. an 
light crop may be more profit- | 
able as cattle feed than as grain. | 


Put up all the feed you can even |’ 


if you don’t expect-to need it all, 
there will likely be a market, for

From Edmonton

EDMONTON—If there was 
any doubt about next year be- 
ing a provincial election year, 
it should be dispelled by the 
news that the Social Credit party 
is busy lining up candidates. 

The only one chosen so far is 
Marion Kelts, who will run in 
the Acadia-Coronation riding but 
plans are being made for several 
more nominating conventions 
this fall. 

Social Credit has a lot of cat- 
ching up to do after the 1955 
election, and the strategy ap- 


pears to be to. concentrate first. 


on ridings the Socreds lost at 
that time. Party officials last 
week said their plans call for 
early nominations in constitu- 
encies which were snatched 
away by the Liberals in 1955. 

Acadia-Coronation was a So- 
cred stronghold for 20 years un- 
til three years ago when Liber- 
al Lee Sims beat out Clarence 
Gerhart, former provincial treas- 
urer. 

Meanwhile, party officials are 
working hard on bolstering the 
SC organization for an all-out 
drive to recapture the seats lost 
in 1955 and to counteract any ef- 
fects of Social Credit’s annihila- 
tion in the federal field last 
March. 

Not to be left out, the CCF 
party is also busy preparing for 
a vote next year. Four candidat- 
es have been nominated so far: 
Robert Carlyle, Lacombe riding; 
Archie Olstad, Camrose; David 
Garland, Wetaskiwin, and Charl- 
es Kelly, Lac Ste. Anne. The 
first three are in ridings held 
by Social Credit, while Lac Ste. 
Anne is in the Liberal camp. 

Liberals and Conservatives, 


meanwhile, have to find provin- 
cial leaders before they can start 
girding for battle.

The 
films are up to date and besides 
a running commentary, Mr. Pat- 
on injects a few good ideas of 
his own. Programs, are given 
each evening at 8 o’clock and 
the public is cordially invited to 
enjoy the program in the well 
equipped car. There is no admis- 
sion charge. 

The car,which is a converted 
passenger coach, fifty years old, 
has been on the road for 37 years.

Premier Manning has returned 
from another trip to Ottawa 
where he discussed Alberta’s ail- 
ing ‘oil industry with federal 
government officials. 

Prime .Minister Diefenbaker 
and Trade Minister Churchill 
gave him-a sympathetic hearing, 
he reported, but they made no 
promises regarding federal ac- 
tion to regain some of the mark- 
ets: Alberta has lost for crude 
oil. 

Mr. Manning said even the 
most optimistic forecasts don’t 
hold much hope for the: future 
unless the Montreal area market 
is opened to western Canadian 
crude. 

According ta conservation 
board forecasts, available mark- 
ets in 1965 will still absorb less 
than 50 per cent of Alberta’s 
productive capacity. The premier 
says there must'be a market for 
at least 60 per cent to keep the 
oil industry healthy. He sees the 
‘Montreal refining area as the 
only market. 

But the problem is this: Al- 
berta crude must be transported 
to Montreal at prices competi- 
tive with crude from the Middle 
East, Venezuela and the U.S. 

It would require an 1,800-mile 
$400,000,000 pipeline, but this 
wouldn’t be feasible unless mar- 
kets were guaranteed. If neces- 
sary, the premier says, Ottawa 
should ‘create markets by restric- 
ting imports of foreign oil: 

He says Ottawa may be wait- 
iing for an interim report from 


“the Borden commission on en- 


ergy before adopting a policy on 
the matter. 

Meanwhile, president J. R. 
{White of Imperial Oil Ltd. has 
been telling the Borden Com- 
mission he thinks the Montreal 
pipeline would be uneconomical.

In 
their proclamation, they express 
the hope that local authorities, 
farm organizations and farm 
families join in the campaign: to 
reduce farm accidents and the 
accompanying economic loss and 
grief for those concerned. 

Pointing to the 1957 toll of 69 
farm residents killed, W. J. Per- 
kins, Farm Safety Director, not- 
ed that 20 of the victims were 
below 10 years of age and anoth- 
er twelve were between 10 and: 
19. These accidents could have 
been avoided he said. “We have 
to jolt people from an apathetic 
complacency towards farm safe- 
ty so that it becomes a vital arid 
integral part of farm living.” 

Human failure is the basic 
cause of accidents. In nearly 
every case failure to recognize 
and correct a hazard is the real 
cause behind loss of life or limb. 
Human shortcomings include 
hurry, improper care and use of 
equipment, false confidence and 
lack of knowledge. 

During Farm Safety Week farm 
people are urged to check farm 
premises and practices, ever 
mindful that “when you work 
for gamely aalety works for 
you.”
